*8T We take the ‘unjoined article from tbe Val- 
ley Farmer, written by Dr. Robert Peter, of Lex- 
ieg OD, bhowieg tbe effects of growing tobacco up 
on our eoil9. Those farmer 3 who grow tobacco as 
the only crop upon which to dspend for cash re- 
C3ipts, will see by a close sludy of Dr. P.’s article 
that there are other crops that would probably pay 
much better ia a reries of years than tobacco; its 
rapidly exhausting tfftets may be seen wherever it 
hi3 been cultivated to any extent; in truth, it is 
tilling plainly upon much of the fine land ia Kec 
tacky, Tennessee, and Missouri: 

Cultivation of Tobacco — It is pretty generally 
acknowledged that the tobacco crop is the most 
quickly eihaustiny of tbe land, of any thut is culti 
vated in this or perhaps any part of the world 
Every cue know* the results of experience in Y’ir 
gir.ia, Maryland, aod other early settled portions of 
ourcouitry, where tobacco wa* extensively plant- 
ed; and that in toy thousands of acres, low sterile 
and worthless, by ordinary management, have been 
brought to that condition from a state of original 
fertility, by tbe cultivators of this plant. As this 
crop is a prr triable one on good land, ard one which 
is likely to be cultivated as long as human society 
exists — always cociti’utiog an interest which is of 
great weight in the agriculture, commerce, ai d 
manufactures of the country — it is a question of 
great importance, how this plant prod uc ;s its ex 
banstive action on the toil, acd iu what manner it 
can b* r-m*. di*d? 

As h practical answer to this question, we are in 
formed by all who have examined it, that the to- 
bacco is a plant which yields a very large quantity 
cf ashes when burnt, excoeding most other vegeta- 
bles in i his respect. That, moreover, it contains, 
is its composition, as an element (f its active prin 
ciule (>he Darcotiae) a large amount of nitrogen. 
Every one w ho has ?e-n tbe asLes on tbe end of a 
burring cigar can appreciate tbe first fact; acd it 
is proved by general exp-rierce that all kieds of 
tobacco cou'aia a very large amount of these 
earthy and saline matters, which appear so pre emi- 
nently when ir is consumed by burr.i~.p; varying in 
quantity, ia different sorts from diff.*reut coils, from 
sb, u thirteen to more than twenty parts m the hundred 
parts of the dried leaf 

Tbtte fixed mineral sub-tarc^s, w ich resist the 
decomposing tc ion of fire — forming t e ashes of 
tobacco — are of course derived from the soil on 
whicli the plaU grew; they can come from no ether 
source. All that portion cf tbe composition of tbe 
plant which were originaily obtained from the va- 
pors a; d gases of the ilmospher*, during its growth, 
bvcome g*se» and vapors again during the burciug 
of the 'obacco. They are tfcus restored to the 
great socrce of vegetable fcod to perform again 
ttnir cilice a in endless euccemon cf vegetable 
growths, fiat tbe fixed mineral witters, left in tbe 
ashc?, rarely find ineir way back again to tbe land 
which furnished them. It is rational to suppose, 
therefore, thit in these, mainly, we are to s-ek tbe 
cause of tbe exhaustion of the soil by this crop. 
The same reasoning applies to all other plants, 
ard, conrequenlly, of late year?, since the improve 
rr.eni of chemical science, in its process and instru- 
ments, enables us to appreciate and estimate small 
quantities of matter which formerly escaped tbe 
eye cf tbe experimenter — a great many chemical 
analyses have been made of the ashes of vegetables, 
and many very valuable fac’-* bearing on practical 
griculture have beta established. Wishing to aid 
in this useful work to the extent of my weak abili 
ty, 1 have tak*n occasion, durirg tbe progross of 
the G 4- loci cal Survey of the S ate, to analyze the 
ashes of thnty dtj/erent samples of tobacco, brought 
from various regions, principally in Kentucky, and 
raised oa different soil-; as well as to examine, 
chemioallr, various tobffcco sods. In their vlrgia state 
and after they had been exhausted by the tobacco crop 
lb: ooject being to liod out, if possible, tbe inti jence 
of this plant upen tbe soil, as well as that of the s il 
open tbe tobacco. A full detail of these examina- 
tions will be given in the next volumes of tbe ”Rs 
ports cf tbe Geological Survey of Kentucky,” pro- 
vided an appropriation Is made for their publication 
by the next Legislature. In tbe present article 
only a brief digest can be given of some of tbe 
prominent results which were obtained in the>e re- 
earches. 

The samples of tobacco examined were selected 
from a large number, rome procured through tbe 
kind near* of Kobt. W. Scott, E?q , from the rcoms 
of ihe State Agricultural Society, at Frankfort; 
many by the politeness of Mr. Spra’tt. from Pickett’s 
Teb.uc:- Warehouse, Louisville; aud the Cuba and 
F.crd i specimens frem Mr. Meyers, of this city, 
wko imported them. • 
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A p’iccifle was laid down by the distinguished 
French chemist, Pelowze, bised on numerous to- 
bacco ash examinations, nude und* r the patronage 
of the government, that the best tobacco always 
had th« most ash. or at lea«t the most jr flash in the 
ash. Iu tbess samples, judging from the per cent 
age of asb, the Cuba tobacco is tbe best, and the 
Mason and Br&cken tobacco come next, while the 
Florida tobacco, having even more potash, gives a 
mi ch unM'er per centage of ash. Of all the thirty 
samples, two from Mason county gave the most 
ootash’*'; but yet a close relationship could not be 
observed between the quality of tobicca aod tbe 
quantity of p:>tssh. The smallest quantity of pot 
ash was from the Gallatin county tobacco, which 
gave orly 3.1155 per cent., yet this tobacco, si 
though represented to be “strong, ” was said to lie 
pleasant by those who tried it. T is what U called 
by »he manufacturers “cutting tobacco ” 

T -e Cuba and Florida tobacco contain more 
chlorine than most of tbe other?; the form r tb* 
most phosphoric acid of any except one sample of 
cutting tobacco, said to be a pleasant tobacco, from 
Graves county, which also had as much chlorine 
as tbe Cuba sample. Another principle laid down 
by Liebig, as that one base may be substitu ed in 
ihe ashes of a plant for another analogous Im e, al- 
though tbe saturating or equivalent quantity of all 
the bases generally remains nea ly the same in the 
sime plant. Thus, soda and priash may be aubsti 
tuted fer each other in equivalent quantities, under 
circumstances where either is abundant in a soil 
ar,d the other dt-ficient. In tbe same maon*r lime 
and magnesia may replace eireh other, while the 
saturating power of all the ba?ci in the ash remairs 
nearly the s^me. Thus, in the table above it m*y 
be reen that in the Florida tobacco tbe lime has 
b-en reduced below the average, while the maqne 
sia is fiir above it. On examining the ashes of all 
*.bcse samples iu this view, I find this principle of 
Liebig to be remarkaby sustained; a great uniform! 
ty being fourd to exist in the saturating or com- 
pounding quantity of the bases ia all these various 
ashes. Ja the Florida tobacco, for instance, the per 
centage of ash being leas than 17, the saturating 
power of the bases (i. e. of potash, soda, lime, 
magnesia, end oxide of iron and manganese) is 
above the general average represented by 15 (the 
per centage of oxygen in tbe bases). But I must 
return to prac ical roatrer, or some of your farmer 
readeis may rap ycur knuckles for giving them tco 
much abstruse dry chemistry. 

Taking as our basis tbe average ash of the sam- 
ples of tobacco from Mason and Bracken counties, 
atd assuming the average tobacco crop to be on8 
thouflard pounds of dry leaf to the acre, adding one- 
third for stalks, we make tbe following comparison 
between the exhausting influences of the soil of wheat, 
corn, acd tobacco crops — copying for this purpose 
the table given io a former number, ia which the 
average wheat crop is taken at twenty bushels acd 
the average corn crop at fifty bushels p*T sere 
without making any allowance for the straw, stalks, 
cobs, blad-s, hu k3, &c , &c , which we suppose are 
restored to the ground in tbe form of manure:

ia its deterioration. We find, for in- 
stance, that it would hav» required nearly seventy 
years to reduce the potash to the quantity in the 
exhausted t oil, and aliout two buadr d and seventy- 
six years to reduce tbe carbonate of Ume, by taking 
off an average tobacco c r op per an: um from the 
land. But this, as we have stated in a previous 
jTticle, is a constant, result. The land cultivated in 
hied crops always loses its ess&nttal inrp-rdUnts oml 
deteriorates faster than can be accounted for in the 
crops alone. f _ , _ 

Niece arriving at this corc?u c ion by tbe comperP* 
sonrf a great number of virgin f-oils with other? 
which had been long cultivated, I find it ccrrohora 
ted ia tbe “Chemical Fle'd Lectures,” cf tbe cele- 
brated Dr. J. A. Siockhardt, of Saxony. He 
*<U!es that they learnt from the experience or for- 
eriers in that country, that the soil cf tbe forests 
“became impoverished in every single place where 
it is left naked; where, in a word, it h directly ex- 
p>sed te tbe rays of the sun” — “in all exposed and 
unshaded plac s — because it receives uo Mien 
leaves nod branches, ard Hfcau-e it is recd-red 
'bier aud poorer in humus” (organic matters, &c ) 
“by the rays of the sun s'rikiog directly upon it ” 
Ia short, the lighf, beat, extremes of heat and co’d, 
moisture and drought, and tbe washing influence 
of the falling atmospheric water, all teed to de- 
compose ard carry c IF the soluble roa‘erial of tb» 
soil which contains the available nourishment. 
Stcckhardt further quotes in proof of this statement, 
“the experiment ot Block, on exhaustion of tbe 
soil, in which a manured piece of land, plowed cn 4 
tilled for three years, but not sown, was found at 
tbe^ecd of this time as much exhausted as other 
similarly manured and tilled pieces of land whic'i 
hud meantime borne three crops.” 

The tobacco plant exhausts the soil rapidly both 
by quickly withdrawing a large amount of soluble 
mate'ial from It, and by keeping in its culture 
lirge vacant spaces exposed to the decomposing 
and washieg irllueirce of the atmospheric ager.cies. 

Ai this article is long enough, I reserve further 
remarks on the tobacco crop until another occa ion.

Tbe facts particularly to be noted in this and the 
foregoing table are, first, that the tobacco crop robs 
the soil of very much more of its essential ingredi- 
ents within a given time than tbe ordinary grain 
crop®; and, second, that it takes more of potash and 
lime than of anv other ingredient; it r« quires also a 
large amount of fcuiphuric acid, soluble silica and 
chlorine, compared with other crops and nearly as 
much phosphoric acid. In short, it makes a very 
heavy demand on the soluble ingredients of tbe soil 
within a short time, which must be supplied or the 
plant will not flouireh, while all the valuable mate- 
rials thu 1 ? withdrawn from the land are carried 
away from it never to be returned. 

It is instructive to examine the composition of 
tobacco soils furnished by L. T. Bradford, E.-q., 
from bis own farm, and analyzed by me for the 
Kentucky Geological Survey. 

The one a virgin tobacco soil, from a Northern 
exposure, near Augusta, Bracken county. 

The other, a “tobacco soil, has been exhausted 
by successive crops of tobacco { ” from ihe same lo- 
cality— both on the lower Silurian formation.

Editors of the Louisville Journal: 

Being one who has much confidence in your 
universal knowledge of material things, and pre- 
suming upon your known forbearance, I write, wish- 
ing sonic information regarding tho best known 
plan for the restoration of worn out land; what kind 
of manure, and whether barnyard should be used 
with lime, and in what proportions. If clover is 
better alone, or combined with grass, Ac., Ac. It 
you will publish definitely something relative to 
this matter in your Weekly, as that is taken by 
three members of my family, you will greatly oblige 
me. Respectfully, N. W. 

In the restoration of land that has been impov- 
erished by constant cropping, there is nothing equal 
to the application of barnyard manure — the great 
difficulty is in procuring it in sufficient quantitie.- 
to apply largely at once; but with extra enro and 
attention to the supplying of our barnynrds with 
al»soi bents, such as leaves from the woods, refuse 
and decaying vegetables, straw, Ac., we feel assured 
that the amount of such fertilizers may bo increased 
at 4«ast four fold. 

We believe that if the farmers of the West should 
at once providocomfortablo quarters for their stock, 
build special sheds for their manure, and provide a 
quantity of woods earth or other light soil to throw 
over it at intervals of one or two weeks, they would 
receive back with interest tbo first year all such 
expense in the increased value of their stock ana 
m inure. 

Brother farmers! this is book farming; it is also 
common -sense farming: and, what is not to be des- 
pised, it is money-making farming. Try it! and if 
our assertions are not true, we will be g)ad to give 
you tho cjp >rtunity of saying so through the Jour- 
nal. Our interest in this great lever of the agri- 
culturist has led us to a slight digression. In the 
absence of barnyard manure, we prefer to commence 
with a crop of rye, to be fed down with hogs, or 
plowed under just before ripening its seed; to be 
followed either with wheat the fall following or 
with a crop of oats the next spring. In either 
case, the ground should be seeded down to clover 
in February or March ; soy a bushel of eccd to 
six or eight acres, which will give a pretty thick 
set, unless the season is very unfavorable. 

When land is well set in clover, it is simply a 
matter of time, with proper rotation of crops, to 
have rich land. 

When land is thus well set with clover it may be 
pastured by stock or mown for hay; if pastured, the 
stock should be removed by the middle of June, so 
as to give the second growth time to mature and 
form a coat of protection to the ground through the 
winter. Three years is as long as land should re- 
main in clover without cultivating a crop upon it. 
If it is broken up and planted in corn or other 
hoed crop, and then broken up well the spring af- 
terwards and sown in oats, it will not require re- 
seeding with clover, but tho seed already in the 
ground will come up as thickly as possible. 

Lime is no doubt valueblo to some soils, applied 
broadcast; but there is so much upen which the 
effects of lime could not be traced at all, and its ex- 
pense being considerable, we would not advise its 
use at all, eithor above or combined with barnyard 
manure. 

This we conceive to be the best mode of reclaim- 
ing land. We think it advisable for grazing pur- 
poses to mix other grass seeds with clover, by all 
means. 

£jT The following by Dr. Liodlev, in the Gardi 
oer’s Chronicle, explains more plausibly than w 
have before seen it, the cause of the cracking o 
fruits. Oar own views agree fully with those cf 
Dr. L. All who have observed it, know how badl; 
aur fruit cracks when we have a dry, hot summer, 
with early fall rains. The past season was one in 
which it prevailed to a very great extent: 

The bent reply, we believe, is to show why plant- 
•uret their tkms, and thee perhaps a clue may be 
found to the mystery rather mere satisfac ory that 
blaming the nursery man for bad plants, or tb»- 
seedsman for bad seed). L»t the following exoeri 
ment be tried: Tie a piece of parchment over tbv 
mnu’hofa strong jar, to which an apparatus for 
fi ling it with water has been adipted. Puino the 
the wafer in very slowly; it will be seen that the 
parchment gradually stretches to make room for the 
water; but pump iu the same quantity of water - ud 
dsoly, and tbe parchment will tear or burs . Now, 
we have only to substitute natural suction for tbe 
pump, the ekin of a plant for the parchment, and 
sap for water, and tbe phenomenon is explained. 

Tbe skm of a plant, whether cn a leaf or a fruit 
or ehewbere, is a highly ex e sible delicate mem- 
brane, having the power of p-repirinp gently in 
addition to its other work. Roots suck water out 
of the grout d, also gently. That water, when 1 
en’ers into the plant, becomes *ap, and ri es un- 
ward till it reaches the skio, wbera it is partly 
changed and detained, but also to a great extent 
restored to the air by the perspiration of the skin. 
With what force this ascent of sap takes place at 
certain time* is familiar to all who have ever wit 
nereed tbe bleeding of a vine. Let tnv one cut 
b<>ck the maiQ &t?in of a vine in tho spring, acd 
bind down the wounded end with a l Udder or u 
piece of leather, and be will soon find the covering 
beginning to swell up, ard in a few days, if cot ac 
tu illy forced eft', it will burst with the report of a 
pistol. One effVct of this ascent of the sap is the 
formation of the ffssby matter of fruits aud le&vea, 
a very slow op .ration as we all k^ow; tbe :km ia 
perpetually enlarging to make room fur thin fleshy 
matter os it accumulate'; and it does so uuder or- 
dinary circumstances without a trace of tearing or 
splitting. 

But if the skin of a plant is killed, as happens in 
what is called the rust of grapes, or in the vine 
disease, thon, being unable to stretch so as to make 
room for the sap ihat rushes upwards, it bursts 
That, however, will not explain tho innumerable 
instances of cracking which have occurred during 
tho present summer. 

We apprehend that the real cause of what has 
been taking place this year was the peculiarly dry 
summer, succeeded by sudden deluges of rain. For 
weeks and wedks we had nothing like tho usual 
quantity of rain? tho earth became dry by the per 
petual removal of its water by vegetation; the wa 
ter, however, was supplied very slowly, and conse 
quently the skin of plants became tougher and loss 
extensible than usual. At last down oomoa a flood; 
the empty roots hasten to gorgo themselves; up 
rushes the sap, till it is stopped by the skin. Then 
tho skin, not boing able to grow fast enough to dis- 
pose of tbe water accumulating beneath it, at last 
gives way in tho form of tho cracks we have wit- 
nessed. There can bo no doubt about the matter. 
It was the over supply of water to the roots, suddenly 
acting upon a tough, unyielding skin, that did the 
mischief. 

This is undoubtedly the history of the mischiof 
so widely felt this year in fleshy fruits. In cab- 
bages, the principle in which an explanation is to 
be sought is tho same; but it is differently applied. 
Tho cabbage does not burst its skin, but bursts its 
heart. The heart is gradually formed by leaf being 
accurately applied under leaf, the whole forming a 
firm compact mass, and the outer enlarging as the 
inner grow. So long as the rate of growth in tho 
inside is the samo as that of the outside, things re 
main in their usual state. But a sudden heavy 
fall of rain upon ground heated by the sun to 6 
and therefore literally a hot-bed, causes a violent 
enlargement of the inner leaves. They grow much 
faster than tho old ones on the outside, giving them 
no time to slide over each other, and the whole 
mass rends asunder. 

It is evident that, if this explanation is just, the 
craoking of fruits and vegetables is only prevonta- 
blo where laud is entirely under control, as in fruit 
tree borders, or with potted plants: but that crops 
in tho open quarter must take their chance: no ono 
being more blamable for a cabbage bursting, or an 
orchard crop cracking ai.d becoming worthless, 
than lor the destruction of a bridge by a sudden 
flood. We therefore hope to bear no more blame 
for such events being thrown upon innocent gar- 
deners or nurserymen or seedsmen.

Brooke’s Fool of Quality. New York: Derby 
& Jackson. 2 volumes. 

This is one of tbe many celebrate 1 novels of the 
last century that the generality of mudern readers 
have never read and probably never will read. Yet 
it is well worth reading. To be sure, we do not 
think us highly of the work as John Wesley did, 
nor of the author a s Charles Kingsley does, but we 
can, uovertheless, very conscientiously advise 
everybody lo read the performance. 

Mr. Wesley pronounc-d it “one of the most 
beautiful pictures that ever was drawn in the 
world;” and Mr. Kingsley says its author was 
“certainly” Dr. Johnson’s “superior in intellect.” 
We, however, could never think of allowing Mr. 
Wesley to judge of a novel for as, and Mr. Kings- 
ley has too little good calm critical sense to judge 
wisely of anything or anybody. Many of Mr. K.’s 
critical judgments, perhaps most cf them, are mere 
freaks of intellectual caprice; and most certainly 
his opinion of Henry Brooke’s intellect is one of the 
very wildest of these. 

Dr. Johnson unquestionably had brains enough 
to make a score of intellect* just ’as tall and just 
as big about as Henry Brcoke’s. Mr. Kingsley ia one 
of your spasmodic idealists; he belongs to the class 
of men who mistake fancying for thinking, and who 
confound a rather vivid consciousness of their own 
likes and dislikes with a perception of tbe eternal 
fitness of things. We have no manner of patience 
with the imperious and supercilious whims of this 

order of men. i 

Still we would by co means disparage Henry. 
Brooke. He was a man of fiae-powera, ah<T of Very 
admirable accomplishments; and hi* “Fool Of Qual- 
ity,’* the must remarkable of his works, is cot 
wholly undeserving the high praise that has been 
bestowed upon it. this point, however, we 
strongly urge our readers to jadge for themselves.

TO THE HON. JOHN (J. BRECKINRIDGE, VICE 
PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STaTES AND

WEALTH OF KENTUCKY. 

For a period of nearly seventy years, tho people 
of Kentucky, even from the moment of their own 
existence as a free and separate Commonwealth, 
have bestowed, first upon your grandfather, and 
then upon your father, and then upon yourself, ev- 
ery mark of confidence and love it was in their pow- 
er to bestow; and in no instance did they ever re- 
fuse to either of you any distinction that either of 
you was willing to accept, and in no instance did 
they ever complain that either of you had come 
short of what they expected from you. Such tes- 
timonies on the part of such a people, accumulated 
until you now find' yourself in a position for good 
or evil to the whole nation, scarcely inferior to that 
of any other person, increase all the ordinary re- 
sponsibilities which rest upon you to the very high- 
est degree, and add new ones the most affecting 
which can address themselves to a true heart. Ev- 
ery man in this nation, still more every man in the 
Commonwealth which has so signally honored you, 
will ponder these things just in the degree that 
they expect or hope anything from you, in this sea- 
son, which you have yourself, in the most public 
and emphatic manner, declared to be full of peril 
to the whole Amerioan people, and most peculiarly 
to tbe people of Kentucky. I know you will ad- 
mit that every one of them has the right to address 
to you these noble reflections — warning you by 
them, in a manner at once earnest and confiding, 
that your people do not expect you to allow their 
destiny to be compromised, and yourself to be over- 
borne and carried away by events and parties; but 
that they expect and desire that, let what may come, 
you should so counsel and act that Kentucky may 
do her part, as becomes her, for tho safety and glo- 
ry of the whole — and that when the worst comes she 
may live or die according to her own freo and sep- 
arate sense of her duty and her honor. Nor is 
there one among them all, who, from a private sta- 
tion and impelled only by tbe deepest interest in 
tho country and in you, could more properly than 
myself address to you words of confidence and of 
hopo, and urge upon you considerations connected 
alike with your own fame and the glory of your 
country, whose due weight may be easily over- 
looked amidst tho passionate viol once which to all 
calm mon seems to prevail at Washington. 

As to tbe dissolution of the American I’aion — 
the cettled and deliberate conviction of Kentucky 
is that it is co remedy for anything whatever, but 
that it is itself the direst of all calamitiej. Kan 
tucky never had any existence as a Commonwealth, 
except as one of the Spates of tbe American Uaicn 
She never had a disloyal thought towirdj that 
Union — or towards any sister State; she never for 
one instant desired to enlarge her rights under tbe 
Federal Constitution — or to exercise any' of those 
rights offensively— or to deny to others their equal 
rights under that Constitution. Wholly unable to 
comprehend how it can be to the interest of ary 
State to secede from tbe Ucio .—or bow the right to 
secede can be considered anything else but nurely 
revolutionary; she sees nothing ia tbe pa t con- 
duct of the F» deral Government to justify ?ec* 3 sion 
if it were a coneilutional remedy: nothing in the 
aspect of the times promtaing anything but disaster 
to the country, to every steading S ate, and mon 
e p^cially to herself, from the application of anv 
such remedy, whether by war, by re voir, ion, by the 
formation of row confederacies, or by the recession 
of individual States. As farae she can understand, 
it is mainly the unruly passions of unreasonable 
men, and the violent assertion cf dubious, or, to say the 
least, extreme rights — and the madness of political 
parties in their struggle for power, that bas brought 
the country' to its present perilous condition. The 
true remedy for such disorders is not the breaking 
up of the government, but tho due enforcement of 
the laws; and posterity will execrate to the end of 
time whatever Government shall allow the lawless 
conduct of any portion of the pccnle, to run into se- 
cession, or to drive ethers into it. The lives of 
traitors ought not to weigh a feather agsinst the 
peace or security, much tass against the very exist- 
ence of the natior; and their bleed cemenfe instead 
of weakening tho f )U:.dations of society. Civil war 
itself within the Union,' horrible as civil war al- 
ways is, is necessarily temporary, and is consistent 
with the ultimate preservation of everything dis- 
tinctive in cjr present rationality, and in all our 
institutions, general and particular; and a universal 
civil war at this tima, rriiMn the Unton, cculd hard 
ly fail to end in the permanent establishment, for 
tbe whole country, of just wbat our fibers es'.ub 
ltahed from 177G to 1789. But after tbe division cf 
the Uniou up'm the slave hue, and the necessary 
breaking out of fierce and interminable war along 
a frontier extending front the Atlantic Ocean to the 
western border of Missouri, no man can foresee as?a*e 
of case when peace can be ev-r preserved along that 
frontier, ss woll as it can be in the Union, and every 
man can see that any’ fu ure union cf tbo divided 
portions of the coiffede'&py, if any un'oa shall over 
be possible, must be up)h tbe very terms which 
now exist. Tbe inevitable eff-ct of the recent 
events at Harper’s Ferry, token all together, must 
be to give a degree of security to tbe whole slave 
frontier with n the Union which ro part of It can 
ever have out of the Unwn] and tbe h^od'ul of 
white men and negroes whose folliei ard crimes 
were consummated there would probably be the 
last, as they were the first, to try such an V tempt. 
The whole cose ought to b*, to e very rtll cling 
man, a demonstration of the inestimable value of 
tbe Union, beth as it ruts bounds to the passions of 
men, and as it ecables us to punish prims by due 
course of law, instead of bv private or public war. 

Kentucky is through choke a slave S'.at 9 . When 
forming her first Constitution in 1702, when form- 
ing her second Constitution in 1798, and when 
forming her present Constitution in 1850, the whole 
subject was carefully considered by her people, and 
eacu tiire decided in the came manrer; ana it is 
probable that at tbe present moment there Is less 
disposition amongst her people to in 3 ke anv change 
on "that subject than at at any former period. Two 
facta of great importance mint cot, however, be 
overlooked. The first is, that no considerable por- 
tion of the people of Kentucky have ever held t»x- 
treme views in fever of slave y, while a very large 
proportion of th* people have tolerated without 
preferring it, and while the commo: opmloa of the 
people has always been that the relative growth ct 
the white over tbe black race would be greater and 
greater continually, and at some future, perhaps 
distant period, slavery would L«ooma an m»igi ifl- 
cant element in tbe condition of the 8 : ate.

any sense cf alarm or insecurity — made u e of any 
threats, clamor, or abuse, or entertained a single 
thought of secession. She has uniformly acted wiih 
calmness, moderation. And dignify; her citizens 
have uniformly relied upon the laws for redress 
against tucb as law cculd ranch, and against the 
lawless promptly ledresred themselves, having to 
those who did not approve her way s, to amend their 
own, or choose their own remedy agaicei her. Un- 
doubtedly she has bad great oa u»o to be dissatisfied; 
undoubtedly her people are the last in the world, to 
put up with either injuries or insults; undoubtedly 
she would be prompt to take np arpn against any 
odds, when she thought no hope was left but in arms; 
and undoubtedly whoever puts her lo that e x'remi 
ty, will eeo good reason to regie' having dune so. 
What I aseert is, that for all that has ccrm ard 
gone, she sees no reason for tho ruin of the country, 
none for tbo dissolution of tbe Union, none fi r the 
secession of any S ate bv revolution or otherwise, 
none for allowing keriel’f tc be forced into a posi- 
tion fatal to her by tbe fanarichm of a portion cf 
the people of the North, acd the passions of a per 
tiou of the South. Of the fifteen slave States (if 
Delaware can properly be so considered) tbe eleven 
which lie further South than Kentucky, Lave, as 
members of the Federal Union, a thousand times 
less cause of complaint than she ha-, and will not 
encounter the thousandth part of her peril if the 
Union is dissolved. It Is Maryland, Virginia, K«n 
tucky, and Missouri that have borne all the loss and 
annoyance, and aro to bear all tbe impending peril. 
It is to these four States, therefore, that the decision 
of the national aspeoU of these impending perils 
emphatically appertains, so far as that decision ap- 
pertains to the slave States at all. And every wise 
and every gnerous impulse ought to prompt the 
people of thither eleven slavo States to forbear 
whatever course of action is disapproved by thoso 
four border States. And these tour great States 
are bound by the highest considerations both of pa- 
triotism and of interest to throw their united woight 
against all sudden, rash, and unconstitutional ac- 
tion on the part of tho slave States, and, if the worst 
comes, to secure for themselves a )K>sition compati- 
ble at once with their honor, their freedom, and 
their safety. In like manner the border free .States, 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, 
and loira, ought to remember that their borders 
aro as much exposed ns ours, and that multitudes 
of considerations, besides numeral force, enter into 
all warfare, and, above ail, into border war. So 
that on them, with rofcrcnco to the numoroys freo 
States behind them, rest the duty and the right of 
deciding the national aspect of the subject of sla- 
very, on the free Bide of tho line, just as it rests 
with the border slavo States on the other side. It 
may be confidently asserted that posterity will hold 
these six border free States and these four border 
slave States responsible for the fato of this nation 
at the present crisis. And they will deserve its 
lasting contempt, if, with their central position 
across the republic, and their irresistiblo force, 
they permit the country to be ruined and disgraced, 
and themselves thrown into a position of endless 
mutual hostility, along a common frontier of 1500 
miles. And for what reason? And for whose ben- 
efit? 

By what blindness and by what violence of poli’.i 
cal partiei, by whit incompetence of public men, or 
by wbat madness of the people, the country has been 
brought to the verge of public violence, upon a topic 
which has l»een familiar to every one since tbe first 
settlement of this conticeut, are questions which thi 9 
generation will have to ftSBWflk tug :ne rations wh.ch 
are to coma. The questions we should answer to 
ourselves are, what is tbe precise nature of the dif- 
ficulty now— and in what mjinnor may that difficulty 
be surmounted? If certain people' of the North 
come feloniously among the people of tbe South 
and are put to death for their crimes; and then if 
other people, even in great numbers, glorify the 
dead felons as martyrs, but take care not to commit 
any overt act and be hnng; it set ins to me that the 
very most futile of all proposals against such dangers 
and such annoyances is the overthrow of the Federal 
Government. It may be possible tbit Government 
can never do all that needs to bs done; it may be 
possible to pervert it to the dotag of intolerable 
mischief; but in tbe former case the lack of power 
in the Federal Government results from the very 
nature of our institutions — and its intolerable abuse 
of power in the latter case would necessarily be 
followed by the universal arming of all the slave 
States. Tbe real difficulty does not lie in any such 
ground as these, nor its remedy in anything that 
cm be done touching such aspects of the cate. In 
like manner those great questions of the rendition 
of fugitive slaves by the North, and of tbe foreign 
slave trade at tbe South, are finally r-etthd so far 
as the Constitution and laws of Congress can 
settle them, and it remains for the lsgal tribunals 
and the Executive authority to enforce tbe laws in 
both respects. That during’ periods of uuu?nal ex- 
citement those laws, touching both subjects, may 
be imperfectlv administered, is extremely probable; 
but that the North will operdy defy tbe power of the 
nation acd permanently rfcfu c to execute the fugi- 
tive slavo law, acd that the Sou' h will act ia a 
similar manner with respect to tbe foreign slave 
trade, is wbat ro man is justified in assorting. I ad- 
mit that the permanent continuance of the Union 
would be impossible, if the North or the South 
should deliberately persist in such a revolt against 
the Constitution and laws, if at the earns time tie 
Federal administration should bs too feeble or too 
timid to coerce obedience. But sorely no such revolt 
either North or South — and no such imbecility in 
the Federal Government as jujtiiies the overthrow 
of our national institutions, can be alleged to exist. 
If the minds of men were calm, or if their thoughts 
would tie directed steadily to the results that must 
follow tbe disolntion of tbe Uoion, it seems impos- 
sible of belief that adequate motives for such an 
act could be found in tue existing state of any of 
these questions. 

I know it is alloged that the settled doctrines 
and deliberate purposes of that great party in tho 
North, which was formerly called Abolitionist, and 
is now called Republican, amount to nothing short 
of an organized acd fanatical crusade against tbe 
institution of riavery as it exists in iiftecu States of 
this Union; that there is the utmost probability that 
it will ultimately, perhaps speedily, acquire con- 
trolling influence over every Department of the 
Federal Government; and that the alave States can- 
not, consistently with honor, with prudence, or 
wit h safety, continue members of a Union controlled 
by such a p Arty, or subject to a Government admin- 
istered by them. To this let me sav, first of all, 
that, if every word were true and cartain, tbe wipe, 
manly, and successful alternative would be, not the 
dissolution of tbe Uoion, but tbe recovery of tbe 
country, bv force if necessary, from these who 9 hall 
have subverted its Constitution. Nor can there be 
any doubt, that the united South, and the minority 
of the North will be always and to every intent, 



wi out arms or with arm*, more powerful ia the 
Union, than tbe nailed — much less the divided — 
South ever can be out of it. Nor does it appear to 
me to be loyal to tbe people of the North wbo are 
faithful to the Constitution— even if they were the 
smaller number — fur the South to withdraw’ and 
leave them subject tos domination as in tele cable to 
them aa it coulcl b9 offensive to us. But this is an 
extrema statement, lesponrivo to a still more ex- 
treme sug£e?t»on. Tbe history of political parties 
in this country fi»r many years past is not credita- 
ble to us; and their preaeut posture is such, that no 
one can foretell wbat a single year will bring forth. 
If Ihe whole Nortn could act in oaoert permanent- 
ly. they must havo the permanent control of the 
F'd*ral Government; acd the wide conviction of 
the North, that the whole policy of tbe General 
Government Las been for some years dictated by 
the slave State:*, acd the whole policy cf the alave 
Slate 3 dictate! by tbe cotton States, has come very 
near to casting ihe majority of every Northern 
Stats temporarily into the Republican rack*. It 
would be au fibssa of the Federal power, not les9 
atrocu.us certainly, to extend tnan to curtail slave- 
ry by the 3ysten»a:ic use of it; and the North has 
believed that this was done, acd tbe ripe acd ex- 
tension of tbe Republican pmy is tha Iruit or this 
conviction. Disabuse the North of this delusion — 
do it fairly, truly — and tho Rjpublican parly will 
shriok at once to the comparatively insignificant 
faction cf radical Abolitionists, upon whom it was 
originally based. Oa the other band, the united 
South never could fail to carry with it in all its 
just demand*, and in all it9 temperate utter- 
ances, a sufficient number of the States of the 
North, to make the rights and interests of the slave 
States perfectly secure iu the .Uaiou. This is all 
the control any minority can justly claim under a 
free constitution; and this is never lost nuder such 
a constitution, except by grots mismanagement. 
If, the efore, there is a foregone conclusion to break 
up tho confederacy, the alleged tenor of the Republi- 
can party will answer as a pretex'; but Kentucky 
dreads no party — and will u w no such pretext — but 
will make any party in pow^r respect her rights, 
i/, ou tbo other hard, there is a true desire to per- 
petuate the Union — co one is warranted in saying 
that tbe Republic in party cannot be prevented from 
coming into power — or that even if it should come 
Into power tbe natioa would not be both competent 
acd resolved to keep it in propor bound*, or unit 
and suppress it. I grant that hardly a greater evil 
can fasten on the politics cf the country, thau t«i 
treat them by geographical lines, or arr'uy parties 
upon questions touching which tbo interests or 
convictions of dill: rent sections of the country are 
supposed to be entirely antagonistic. The present 
posture of the country is tho fruit of thij politics! 
treaiinant of slavery, atd tbe present couditiun of 
the Rspresentatives'of the people in tbe lower house 
of Congress, is a most offensive symptom of the 
public health under that treatment. 

The question of slavery in the Territories, practi 
cally developed as that question was in the case of 
Kacsa?, has probably had greater influence than 
any other, both upon the present condition of polit- 
ical parties and in bringing tbe public mied to its 
present agitated state. The issue to which the 
question in its abstract form and in tbe Democratic 
party has been brought is this:— that on or.e aide the 
people of the South very generally believe and 
claim that tbe Supreme Court baa decided that 
every slaveholder uae the constitutions! right to 
take slaves into every Territory, and neither Con- 
gress nor the people of the Territory have any power 
to prevent this; in other woids, that every Terri- 
tory is, bv tbe Constitution of tbe United Sta es, a 
slave Territory. On tbe otber side, tie Democratic 
party at the North very generally and decidedly 
repudiate these statements as uutrue and the&e 
claims as monstrous; and assert for ihe people of 
each Territory constitutional power to deter mine 
and reguUte for themselves the question of slavery. 
In the meantime tbe Ripuhl.can party, perhaps 
unanimously, assert thit Congress has complete 
power to exclude slavery from all the Territories, 
and desire this power to be exercised ia every case 
as it has been io several. Almost the entire North 
is therefore directly arayed agrinet both tbe fact 
and the right of whut tho greater part cf tbe Souih 
asserts is the law of the land under the decision of 
the .Supreme Court. In tbe South itself, however, 
there is a farther and singular development of opin- 
ion. It has been attempted in Kentucky and other 
Southern S ates to make it a part of the political 
creed of tbe Opposition to dunacd of Congress a 
slave code for the Territories; while in th? same 
region non-intervention by Congress, except in ex- 
tremity, if at all, has appeared to be the dxjtrico cf 
the Democratic party. The re-nlt is that tho entire 
North repudiates, and under existing circumstances 
will continue to repudiate, the idea that the Federal 
Constitution or tbe bapreme Court makes all the 
national Territories slavo, while almost the eDtire 
South believes and claims that ail t-e national Ter- 
ritories are slave by that Constitution. Tbo 
dispute ia enlarged, not settled, not even trans- 
ferred. This is a most calamitous result of 
attempting to turn over questions pre-emioeutly 
political to tribunals wholly judicial; as if public 
men were warranted ju supposing that great 
nations in tbe highest state of political excitement 
believed any more in tha infallibility of judges, 
than they did in the infallibility of Saaators, Kings, 
or Popes. Even if tbe decision cf the Supreme 
Court bad been so dear that no nt*n ecula doubt 
what was decided, and so cogent that no man could 
gainsay irs Justice as between ihe pirties to tbe 
particular p^usp then heard: it would have been a 
miracle if the decision hail settled auy political 

S uastioa. Its main effret wus obliged to b* — let the 
ecuion be wbat it might— !o exasperate all parties, 
and to render any peaceful adjustment of any ae- 
spect of the slave question, fur more difficult than 
before. Ia truth, the Constitutional right which 
the Soptb supposes she h$3 secure!, can ba of co 
practical value, eve* if it were universally conce- 
ded. For if she remains in ihe Union, she cannot 
carrv on the foreign slave trade; and unless she can 
do that she cannot profitably eend slaves enough 
into any territory we possess — nor reapers enough 
with those she may send, to prevent their emanci- 
pation as soon as tbe territory becomes a State. 
Tbe experiment in Kansas is surely decisive, if, 
on the other hand, any portion of the South will 
deem it a sufficient reason to secede, that more 
slaves may be imported fjom Africa, au-l hew slave 
territories formed; either, half tha sieve S'a’es will 
not secede for that r*asou — or, if all secede asd a 
confederacy of all tho slave i« formed, that 

confederacy cannot be expected to allow the Afri- 
can slave trade to be renewed. With regard to 
slavory in tbe territories and the power of tie Gen- 
eral Government over the subject; there never 
could ha any subject cocceruiag whipb wise, just, 
moderate, and forbearing conduct was more im- 
peratively commanded — none with regard to which 
ihe r;:poE|ng »o L * c| She two ATTeSt divisions of 
the m.tion ought to be treated with more scrupu- 
lous fairness. If ever euch a temper and such a 
spirit thall return to the counsels of the Republic, 
th« temporary and disputed power of Congress over 
the subject esnuot fail to be everted jn some man- 
ner satisfactory to oppojiDg claimants. But bo long 
as parties, ou one side or the otber, seek by every 
means to assert extreme claims, irrespective of 
equally extreme claims in others; rotbing remains 
but to fight the question out in each territory, or, 
what is worse, to fight it out over the ruin9 of the 
Republic, or, what id worst of all. break up tbe 
Uuion and light it oqt afterwt rds. As a Southern 
man, I deplored, and still deplore, tbe repeal of tl »3 
Missouri cum promise, as a great political error, pre- 
eminently injurious to the South. As an American 
citizen 1 deplore tbe fearfully undue importance 
which tbe control by Congress over slavery in the 
territories has been mads to assume in our'national 
politics. 

It must be borno in mind that the present aspect 
of parties in this country is very far from revealing 
the real state of public opinion upon any new nnd 
exciting question which may suddenly arise. We 
havo seen two great national parties — the old Whig 
and the American — completely disorganized within 
a few years. Tho enormous mass of voters who 
acted with one or other of thoso parties — and the 
greater part of whom are now acting with the Ito- 

I mblican or tho Democratic party — are far from 
>eing committed so permanently to either Chat it 
can bo predicted with certainty what course they 
will take if matters come to the worst. Moreover 
thero are very few States in tho Union, in which 
there is such unity of sentiment, as to ensure even 
a decided and constant majority upon either side 
of the most important political questions; and no- 
thing is more common in many of tho Slates than 
sudden and great revolutions io opinion. Evon with 
tho perfect certainty that every slave State will re- 
sist with arms any interference with its security as 
connected with its slavey there are toplos oonnectcd 
with the tirno and manner of that resistance which 
might easily terminate very fatally, and topics con- 
nected with slavery itself (the slave trade for ex- 
ample) pu which tho most determined difference of 
opinion has manifested itself, While such con- 
siderations ought to warn the most upright and sa- 
gacious public men of the great danger they are in 
of being deceived by party clainor, apd ought to 
terrify such as are unscrupulous; they teach us that, 
alter all, the heart of the nation may be sound, and 
that it only needs to be convinced of its peril, that 
it may, by one mighty outburst o! patriotic enthusi- 
asm, crush overy party that has trifled with its con- 
victions, and overwhelm every public man that has 
betrayed it. 

Concerning Ihe political relai ion? of slavery under 
tbe Federal Constitution, and the rights and duties 
of the tdaves States in the Union; it is perfectly im- 
material whether the Institution of ne^ro slavery, 
ai it exists in this country, is good or bad; and all 
Congressional discussion of that point is as irrele- 
vant, as it is ordinarily empty. We live under a 
written Constitution, atd havo, for more than 
seventy years, been ex|>ounding it, commenting on 
it, acd applying it constantly to tLo business of 
life/ There may he topics, and they not unimport- 
ant, upon which cue generation has differed from 
another, one party from another, one class of states- 
men, judges, ard lawyers from another, as to tbo 
true seme of Ihe Constitution, atd the true weight 
to which interpretations of it are ent’tled, whether 
ttose in’erpretations are made by one, or other De- 
partment of tbe Government. No dbubt, of late 
years, the tendency of opinion has been to attribute 
far more sacrtdneps to judicial interpretations than 
the foneders of tbe Republic allowed; and therefore 
we witness such fierce debates as to the true sense 
of the Dred Scott dscisioa. With all possible ven- 
eration for the Federal Constitution, we are not to 
forget that it was made for os, not we for it; and, 
with all loyalty both towards the national and our 
Slate Governments, let tt3 remember that the 
highest of all loyalty is to society Itself, which 
is above every foirn it can possibly put on. Under 
all forms of society, the all-pervading questions are 
political question.-; questions which never can be per 
manently settled in free governments, except 
through repre:eatative bodies, acd then in accord- 
ance with the public conscience. The question of 
slavery as it relates to tbe nation, falls undor these 
general couriderations in a remarkable manner. 
Thus, in the first place, slavery was almost univer- 
sal, and the slave States tbe immense majority, at 
the formation of the Federal Constitution: now the 
slave Slates are in a minority, their whole popula- 
tion is a minority, and that minority both or States 
and people is steadily becoming relatively weaker. 
In the second place, thero has occurred a prodigious 
change io tbe valno of slaves and of the product of 
their labor, as well as in the f-tate of public opinion on 
tne subjoct cf slavery itself. At tbe forma'ion of 
the Federal Constitution, there was no particular 
hostility to slavery io one section above arolher, and 
no particular zeal for its extension and its perpetuity 
in any section. But at present, the great majority 
in most of the slave States, zealously desire both the 
extension and tho perpetuity of slavery, and the 
almost unanimous population of them all regard it 
as so completely involved in the very fabric of so- 
ciety that no interference with it from without can 
be endured; while the great mass of the peoplo of 
the North consider the institution positively evil, 
and an immense party amongst them is organized 
on tho conviction that the interests of the free States 
and of the white raco are jeoparded by the claims 
ot the slave States, and their alleged control of the 
Federal Government in the interests of slavery — the 
repression if not tho total extinction of which is 
what the South understands them as seeking. Now, 
looking at the matter in this light, and rejecting all 
pretexts, tho solitary condition which can satisfy 
tho North, is that the South should claim nothing 
under tho Constitution, which that Constitution 
fairly interpreted, did not always secure to her. 
And tho solitary condition which can satisfy the 
vital necessities of every slavo ^tate is, that the 
Constitution shall be so interpreted, and tho Gov- 
ernment so administered, that it shall enjoy tho 
same peaco, security, and equality of rights in the 
Union, which it would enjoy if it were a free State. 
What seems to me clear at present is, that no such 
violation of either of these conditions has yet oc- 
curred ns to justify either party in proceeding to 
such extremities as would be justifiable if it had 
occurred. And it is oqually clear that tho appre- 
hension of an impending violation of the rights of 
either party, cannot justify any irregular, much less 
any extreuio proceeding, any further than may bo 
necessary and effectual to prevent that impending 
violation. Moreover, the highest and most endur- 
ing interests of all parties conspire with their sacred 
obligations, binding them to act with mutual jus- 
tice, good faith, and forbearance. But supposo tho

dominant party at tho North to have already vio- 
lated beyond ondurance tho solitary condition with 
which the safety of tho South allows her to bo sat- 
isfied; even then, it is the furthest possible from 
being true that the secession of a portion of tbe 
slave States, or the disruption of tho Uuion on the 
slavo line, is a necessary, a wise, or even an allow- 
able alternative. It is true the States aro sovereign 
States. But it is equally true that the nation is a 
nation — the American people a people. Great na- 
tions cannot suddonly disappear, like a cloud of 
insects; nor do powerful nationalities fade in a 
day, like the flower of the grass. It took the Ro- 
man Empire n thousand year? to die; and the He- 
brew nationality has survived through all the pos- 
sible fortune of four thousand years. 

To reod a nation in twain is a far more terrible 
procedure than for o nation to recover itself by an 
internal struggle. Nothing cm ba more certain, 
than that fHvery cannot be psrpetuittd on this 
continent by means cf the rending of this natior. 
With a single nationality like ours, internal strug- 
gles, no matter how often they may occur, can 
never ba greatly protracted, and cia never latallv 
arrest the progress of society. But in precisely 
such a case as oars, tbe permanent rending of tbe 
nation ia a c*tastropbe — the progress of which 
promises nothing so a u suredly as the mutual disso- 
lution of both tbe parts— and the end of which can 
produce nothing more certainly than the total defeat 
of the avowed object of its perpetration. The firm 
determination cf every portion of tbe Union to 
maintain its rights within tbe Union, under every 
extremity, would 90on put an end to all necessity 
for any portion of it to elect between terrible means 
of doing so. It is tbe holding in reserve of this 
idea of rending the nation, it 19 tbe weakening of 
the idea of our glorious nationality, that give 9 vige r 
if not exhtence to so msny ideas which can escape 
being traitorous only by denying that we are a 
people or have any nationality. In tbe restoration 
of tuat great idea, there is a moral force competent 
to save tbe couitry bv ordinary means, even in 
such a cri is as this. Or, if tnere is -of. there is a 
practical force io it competent to save tue country 
by arm 1 , whenever law is silent aLd arms are the 
oalv remedy. It is horrible to reflect that tbe 
children of the Revolution might be obliged to shed 
each other's blood. Iluw much more horrible to 
shed it in such a muener that oceans or it could 
never restore what we had destroyed, while every 
drop of it would be an eternal testimony against 
our foil) ! 

For niy part, I am not ashamed to confess the 
depth of my love for my whole country, and the 
mingled sorrow and indignation with which I wi*- 
ncss every attempt to weaken amongst the poopfe 
the s*nse cf what we owe to the mother of us all. 
No people ever did anything glorious, wbo did not 
believe in God, who were not faithful to oaths, and 
who did not love their country. When I reflect on 
what God has already done for us, and already done 
by us for his own glory and for the advancement of 
the human race; when I consider what our posiri:n 
and our influence amongst the nations of the earth 
must be when we become a hundred million.*; when 
I try to appreciate the necessity of just such a pow- 
er c'u earth, and tbe majebty of its baoeficeut and ir- 
resistible exercise; my very heart throbs withover- 
poweriug joy and exultation that such a destiny is 
reserved for my people, that such a refuge and in- 
heritance is kept in store for man. 1 thank G„d 
continually that the duit of ray arcestora mingles 
with this soil; that tbe baods of my kindred have la- 
bored on tbe*e sublime monument:; that the valor 
of my friends was a part of the coat by which all 
baa bean secured; and that the lot cf the inheritance 
of my posterity appertains to such a land and such 
a people. As for the South, taken ia its widest 
sense, God has ca 9 t my lot there, and I have been 
loyal to her; all tbe more loyal, that 1 have been 
neither blind te hor error*, n >r ignorant of her per- 
ils. As for Kentucky, if 1 have left undone any- 
thing I could have doce for her honor, b*r interest, 
or her glory, she knows how joyfully I would re- 
deem that lack of service. But s’i 1 I love my 



counter; still I am an American citizen. And I de- 
ny, with uplifted bands, tha right of any court, any 
Pre&iden*, any Congress, any 8 ate, any combina- 
tion of States under heaven, to abolish from amoogst 
men that highest of all human titles. I have worn 
it as a crown all my days on earth. Acd I implore 
you by our ccmmou blood and common name, by 
all tb* love so many noli a hearts bear fer you and 
all the hopes they cherish concerning you, so to 
quit yourself in this day of trial acd rebuke, that 
you shall bear that title proudly, long after my gray 
hairs are uader tbe green s:d.

«54TMr. G. W. Ogden, whose residence is a few 
miles from Lexington upon the Versailles road, bas 
passed through our city on his way home from Ten- 
nessee with a dozen goats, two of them, a buck and 
a ewe, pure Cashmere, ard the rest half and three- 
quarters Casbinere. They wera purchased frem a 
company that import these animals from the inte- 
rior of Asia, and be paid a thoiraad dollars apiece 
for the two pure bloods. lie had previously upon 
his farm some full bloods, as they are called, eay 
^even-eights Cashmere, whose wool Is as line a9 that 
of the pure bloods, and indeed somewhat liner. 

We saw yesterday the animals that Mr. Ogden 
Brought with him. The pure bloods have wool 
about eight inches long, as white as driven snow, 
as soft as the sof.est silk, and almost as tine as the 
spider's web. It is exceedingly beautiful. More- 
over the fleeces are very heavy, and, considering 
the price which the article commands, the culture 
must be extremely profitable. We have upon our 
table specimens of the wool of the pure bloods and 
of the second cress, and the latter is really in fiae- 
ness scarcely distinguishable from the former. 

The Cashmere goat bas now been in this country 
eleven or twelve years, and there has been no dete- 
rioration of the quality of the wool, but, on the 
contrary, au improvement, the seven-eights being, 
us we said, even finer than the pure. The animal 



RIVER AND STEAMBOAT MATTERS. 

The river is rising rapidly. Last evening there 
were 11 feet water on the falls. Ice commenced 
running agaia yesterday afternoon. This comes 
from Pittsburg. It is, however, broken up and 
soft, »ad off irs no obstruction to navigation. The 
weather emtinues damp. 

The Cumberland, on S iturday, wa9 rising fast and 
the water neatly over the Nashville wharf. 

Of the Mississippi, the St. Lcuis Republics, of 
Saturday, sayr. 

Tho water at this port was falling flowly yester- 
day, caused, no d:ubt, by the breaKing away of the 
gorge between th's point and Cairo. There was 
considerable ice fl>a«lcg past the city, but not 
enough to seriously impede the progress of fteam- 
boats through ir. 

The steamer Champion was the first boat to ar 
rive from below, nnd cow lies at the foot of Market 
street, taking cargo for Ne* Orleans to leave oq 
.S unday. 

The following particulars of the linking of the 
steamer Cimbridge we copy from the same papei: 
Tha steamer Cambridge, Capt. Dean, from Pitts- 
burg to St Louis, was sunk on Wednesday last at 
Hat i.s'and. Tr.s Cambridge wai loaded at Pitts 
burg for this port with a large asd valuable cargo 
of iron, nails, g!ast», and other Pittsburg manufac- 
tured articles She reached Cairo some days since, 
but was frrzen up in the gorge ten miles bslow Hat 
idand, at which point she bad remained until last 
Wednesday, when the breaking up of the ice al- 
lowed her to 9tart again for this port. Two or three 
days previous to her aickirg she bad tprung a leak 
and bad three fe.-*t water iu her bold, but was re- 
lieved and pumped out by the crew of the Prima 
Donna. 

Cupt. Golding, clerk of the Cambridge, has called 
at tbisofliceaad furnished the following particular?: 
The boat bad uo passengers on board, ard was as- 
cending the nvrr cloce to the Missouri shore. The 
channel being very narrow and the current swifr, 
the boat was j immed broadside against the rocks, 
breaking a large tole in her tide and causing the 
b:>at to tick in a very few minutes iu nino feet wa- 
ter. Capt. Gjlding gives it as his op'cion that the 
boat will be a total bas, with a cmsidtrable portion 
of the freight in the hold, as the boat is badlv ca- 
reened aod fast breaking in two. The Cambridge 
wai owned by Capt. Dean, bis two brothers, and 
Mr. J. A. Canghov, all of Pitteburg, eaci party 
owning ooe-fourth. She was worth full $12,000, 
and insured in Pittsburg for only $1,000. Capta : n 
Dean had a risk of $2,000, and his brothers $1,000 
each. 

The boat had been running the past year or two 
without insurance, but the ri.-k at this season of the 
year having been considered too groat, policies for 
the amounts stated were taken out previous to the 
departure of the boat from the Pitteburg wharf. 
Capt. Gilding also informs us that the freight 1 st 
was insured in Pittsburg for a’>out $2,500 ou Ihe 
wbols cargo, but as sane of the freight was dis- 
charged on the wav. that far this port will amount 
to about $2,000. This accident will cause a heavy 
loss to Pittsburg insurance cflices, a3 the cargo a9 a 
general thing was fully insured there. 

We leara from the R'aicg Sun O jserver that a 
flatboat with a valuable cargo of produce belongirg 
to Mr. John C Miller, of that place, was sunk by 
the ice near Paducah last week. 

The steamer Atlanta was sold by the Sheri if at 
Memphis on Tuesday for $810. Capt. King was 
the purchaser. She wilt be placed in a Southern 
bayou trade. 

There were no boats for New Orleans in port yes- 
terday evening, bnt the Jame9 Montgomery was 
hourly expected and is advertised to leave tc mor- 
row evening. She is a g )od boat. 

The Kentucky is the mailboat for Memphis tbis 
evening. She is a linn passenger packet, and under 
sueb'otfieers as Capt. Scott and Clerks Mocdy and 
Payne travelers will be well caied for. 

The Scioto No. 2 is the packet for Ilecderscn to- 
day. 

The Union is the packet for Green river today. 
She is advertised to leave tbis evening. 

The splendid Jacob Strader is the mailhoat for 
Cincinnati. 

The Pacific left yesterday with a large trip. 

The Fanny Bullitt left New Ot leans on Saturday 
evening for this pert and the Magnolia has tele- 
graphed from Vicksburg that she is coming up.

(From the Frankfort Yeoman.] 

Geological Si r\ ky of Kentucky. — A s the sub- 
ject of the prosecution of tho geological survey of 
the State is now before tho committees of both 
Houses, it may be appropriate for me, through the 
medium of your columns, to communicate a few 
facts bearing on tbe importance of the work, and 
the practical utility of tho subjects that will bo 
treated of in the volume now nearly ready lor tho 
press. 

Besides tho topographical and geographical work 
in progress in the counties of Carter and Hancock, 
several most important works have been accom- 
plished. 

The base line, starting from tho Ohio river near 
Highland creok, in Union county, has been carried 
due east entirely through the State to the Virginia 
line, forming groundwork for all future surveys in 
individual counties, both in the way of starting and 
closing said surveys from known points. 

The outlines of both the east and west coal fields 
have been meandered, and these will be exhibited 
in the next volume on maps, reduced from the large 
original manuscript maps by the new process of 
photo-lithography. 

A geological section of the base line has been 
constructed and is ready for engraving; also, vari- 
ous local sections constructed during the surveys of 
the boundaries of tbe coal fields. 

Five hundred nnd twenty-eight chemical analy- 
ses will be reported, one hundred and sixty-fire of 
which are soil analyses, collected from fifty-five 
counties, which will form another important contri- 
bution to agricultural chemistry. The rest of the 
analyses are of ores, fluxes, slags, pig iron, lime- 
stone, marls, clays, mineral waters, See. 

Tho minute investigations now made into the coal 
regions will supply the data to report not only tho 
entire thickness of the coal measures, but the num- 
ber of beds, their distance apart, their equivulency, 
qualities, and identity of outcrops at distant 
localities. 

A comparison will also be drawn between tbe 
principal coal districts of Pennsylvania and those 
of Kentucky. The area of tbe coal fields will also 
be reperted and compared with other countries. 

The importance and value of the work already 
psrforme<i will bs apparent even from tbe cursory 
reference here given.

Until all this is ac 
compllabed, the Geological 8'jrvey will not be com 
plete, nor will it be possible to construct, until all 
this work ia finidud, an accurate Geological map of 
the Stale, which is undoubtedly one of the great ul 
terior objects of a Geological Survey. 

It is now a well known fret, confirmed by all 
foreign travelers, that those States which have 
made, or ore making, euch surveys, and sending 
abroad their printed reports, are attracting the at- 
tention of manufacturers, mechanics, capitalists, 
and those seeking investments; while those States 
that have neglected such an enterprise are over- 
looked, or entirely unknown, on the other sidn of 
the Atlantic; and it has beoa truly said by our 
Minister to Berlin, that thera is nothing that con 
tributes eo much io the prosperity of the States 
than such surveys, aod laments that his State bas 
done so little, as yet, to institute a thorough and 
complete geological, mineralogies), and agricultural 
survey of her territory. 

It 13 universally admitted that, so far as the 
Geological Survey of Kentucky has been carried, 
no State bas prosecuted it on a more practical acd 
utilitarian basil. She will, therefore, certainly not 
step short io the good work sho bas begun, but do 
juslico to tha whole State by extending it ovtr 
overy county in the State, more especially as every 
county requires and must have a geographical map, 
such as has already been made of Union, Hopkins, 
and Greenup. D- D. OWEN.

LAWRENCE DISASTER — CORONER’S IN- 
QUEST CONTINUED. 

Lawrence, Jan. 14. 

Tbe excitement tonebiog the catastrophe of 
Wednesday evemog is pas.-dog away, ar d the oper- 
atives are at work in tho various mills as nsu -I. 
The Mayor today received a donation for tbe suffer- 
ers of three hu - dred dollars from Lathrop, Luding- 
ton & Co., of New York. 

So fur as kno'vn, the dead number 169. Missing 
48; wounded 20fi 

The irqnost was resumed this morning. Tho 
testimony relates to the construction of the build- 
ing. 

Tho remains of Mary Barrett, aged 24, and Cath- 
arine Sweeny, agad 22, were discovered ia the ruins 
today. Both bodies «ere nearly consumed by fire. 
Tour additional bediea were also fouod, but they 
canuot be recognized. There are now parts of five 
bodies at the City Hall. Two are utterly unrecog- 
nizable; the other three can only be recognized by 
shreds of clothing. Ooe of tho' latter is the whole 
truck of a woman. On the night of the accident, 
a little daughter cf James B-ranon, 10 years old, 
was pinned fast in the ruins whan the flames broke 
out, and seeing that there was no escape for her, 
she took her due bill from her pocket and handed it 
to another girl tear her and said: “You will oa 
saved; I will rot; give this to my poor dsar father, 
ar.d bid him good bye for me.” 

The most complete liut of dead acd missing that 
has appeared is contained in the Lawrence Sentinel 
and figures np as follows : Dead 99, inissiog 107. 
It makes th« number badly wounded 109 and those 
slightly so 199. 

Tbe inquest was resumed this forenoon. Charles 
S Storms, Agent of the E«sex Corapany, testified 
as to the sale of the lard and water power ut a nom- 
inal rate to Mr. Putnam as the ageDt of John A. 
Lowell. The contract wa9 that the Essex Compa- 
uy should, If required, erect for the purchasers of 
tho land a building of such size and plan as should 
be required, and give tho purchasers five vears’ 
credit for the building. It was not supposed that 
the building would bo half ao large as now. The 
difference to the Eucx Company bas only been the 
advance cf a larger sum io build the building. 
Witness bad never heard intimations that the build- 
ing wae unsate The iron pitlars were furnished by 
Mr. John C. Wood. Thin it the cause of the Accident 
cam- from the interior and not from tbs walls. If 
from tbe latter there must have been large cracks. 
Mr Coolidge frequently iospcc'.ed the buildiog. I 
should not necessarily think one pillar alone would 
cause a fall, tboegh thereby a strain might be so 
great a3 to cause them to give wav. One pillar was 
brek^n in too machine shop, but it caused no acci- 
dent. The glaring was a tacbcd to the southerly 
wall-, acd if there had been a settling of any part 
of th- structure it wou u have thrown the geariog 
oat of line. 

Testimony of James Patterson, who teas burted in 
the ruins.— I was employed iu tbe weaving room; 
h id been there but a short time; my place was on 
the ground floor, at tbe south; was talkiog, when 
t’ie accident cccurred, with Mr. Ad&ni 3 , near the 
column on the westerly; it was tbe last pillar but 
one toward the south end; there was no p : llar be- 
tween me and tbe east side; Mr. Adams was on tha 
left side; I throw up my head to the north end cf 
tho mill; I said whai’s that, urd tbat was all, and 
jumped for door; got my band on tbe latch and 
could get no furthtr; tbe timbers caxno rushing and 
when they ceased, I was down flit; between the 
tiina my attention was called acd when all was 
down, it was perhaps a minute; I perceived, w hen 
I first looked up, tfiat Sumetbiug was cracking in 
the center, between tbe lines of the columns; there 
was no giving way frem beneath; inj idea was that 
si metbieg wa- fa-lir g through the ceiling, acd my 
aim wa« to get away from uuder; thrro were two 
girls leaving the looms at the time directly und r; 
they sat down and were saved by the iron work; 1 
have since .‘esc them; tbe single glance that I cast 
upwards gave me the ircp es ion that cot only tbe 
whole floor was coming down, but that something 
was coming through the ceiling; I ran to a door on 
the easterly side, which w’as ten feet from me; thie 
was done as quick as though 4 ; Mr. Adams was cov- 
ered up in ruins about five feet from mi; tbe instant 
I saw tbe break in the ceiling I sprang for the do -t; 
tbe whole ceiling fell ju9! as I got my hand on the 
latch; whether I raised tbe latch or not I c *uld cot 
tel!; the room overhead was Mr Winslow's; two 
liues of pillars run the length of the building, in 
every story, acd it was midway bet\qj?n these lines, 
and aot frr from the routh end, that the breaking 
came through tbe ceiling; I was not stunredor 
hurt; I found myself prostrate on ray face; I could 
not reach the wall; tho bricks in the wall must 
have fallen out, but the rubbish was caught against 
the wall over me; I bad just room to lav and that 
was all; Mr. Adams wa9 just five fret frem me, but 
tbe rubbish was piied solid between us when tbe 
ill cams; I did not f-el any sinking under my feet; 
if at any lime there had be*-n sicking of the south 
wall an inch it would have s:> disamrag-d the gear 
ing as soon to require a'tentior; there were not 
more than ono hundred gaslights lighted at the time 
of the fall; it was my impression tnat the door was 
jammed wuen I reached the la'.cb, so I could not 
ppan it. 

\V. Jackson testified — I was over eer of the spin- 
ning in the Pemberton Mills, occupying the third 
atnry, where I was at the tim«; while the floor above 
me shut me iu, 1 saw nothing falling from above; 
when the frames were going down I wa 3 facir.g 
westward, talking wi^h Mr. Stukely; be was acting 
there A'* carpenter; the first I noticed was a settling 
of tbe floor acd beard a general crash.

Extensive Operation's in Counterfeit Money. 
Oj the 18th November U-t two men nnd a woman 
came to this city and stopped at the Monroe House, 
wnere they remainod until the 25 h of the same 
month. Oae of theso parties, nsured Joseph B?- 
gard, has been arrested ii» Paris, Canada West, on 
i charge sufficiently set forth io what follows; 
Between the 18 h and 25 b of November Bogsrd 
ailed at several banking toe itutiens of this pRy 
and wished to know what premium be could get on 
Eastern money, saying that he bad a quantity of 
tif’y ar.d one hundred dollar bills on the Bar.-k of 
Philadelphia. At the office of Runyan, Brown. & 
Co. he was offered a quarter par c-nt on $3,000, 
which he produced. Oa being interrogated he said 
he had got the mosey from tbe Bank ot PbiladcU 
ia, and preferred it to a bill of exchange, Inas- 
much as he was not well acquainted io the West, 
and was fearful of some trouble in identifying him 
self. His manner wao perfectly composed, and his 
story, tne way he told it, so plausible tbat, after 
scrutinizing the money ccmewhat closely, Mr. 
Brown clo'^d he transaction and gave Howard 
what lie wanted. The same course precisely was 
adopted by Bcgard ut the office of Alien, Copp, & 
Nisbet, where he exchanged $2,700 on the Bank of 
Philadelphia for Missouri money. It is kuown that 
other hankers in St. Ixrais bought quantities of 
these Philadelphia notes, aEd it is sup^oaed tbat 
several thousand dollars besides what we have 
mentioned was obtained in a similsj- maunor, tbough 
the parties reviving it are lot h to admit tbe fact, 
inasmuch a9 tlu-y (hick po?sibly such an admission 
might fail to establish their bufiuts* tact aud acu- 
men, preferring to wait and pee first whether there 
will be a ehanco to recover their losce-i. 

Large quant i ies of this spurious issue were dis- 
posed of in Cincinnati, Chicago, Milwaukee, and 
other cities to tbe amount it is thought of $40,000. 

Ths reader will have urderatood before reaching 
this point that tho bills ou the B ink of Philsfi-lphia 
thus told to cur backers at a premium were coun- 
terfeit, and he will also infer that, being counterfeit, 
they must have been remarkably well executed to 
ius’ify tbo boldness here shown. ’ And sotbev were, 
Tho workmanship upon them not only exhibits a 
resemblance to the original in every particular, but 
the engraving is so superbly and beautifully done, 
tb« shed nt ao regular and exact, tbe lines so uni- 
formly parallel, and the whole so entirely artistic, 
that the txpart, if he should d.scover any difference 
at a’l between the original and the counterfeit, 
would decide in favor of the gecuinere’-s of the lat- 
ter. Thdre can scarcely bj a doubt that the plate 
was engraved by some oue who has spent year 3 in 
the highest branches of tbe business, and, ‘indeed, 
we are informed tbat it is not unlikely it may yet be 
proved to have been done by an engraver cot long 
since ia tbe employ of one of the large bank note 
engraving firms of the East. 

The first intimation had of the worthless character 
of the pretended bank ro es was, we believe, re- 
ceived in this city by Allen, Copp, & Nisbet, wbo 
tad forwarded the $2,700 tskeo by them to one of 
their ICistern o^rreapyndeots. The whole amount 
had been pi c^d to the credit of A., C , & N , and 
part of it, $1,100, used in o’her quarters, before the 
true state of the case was discovered, and then only 
from the fact that the numbers ou the bills did not 
corre-pond with the outstanding issuo. 

As soon as the n ws was received here, two of the 
victims (Messrs Nesbit and Brown) bad a compar- 
ison of notes, and deemed it their duty to recure tbe 
arrest of Bogard, and. if pos?ible, any others with 
whom he might have been acting in concert. T K ey 
tracked Bogard to a house on Fitth avenue, N?w 
York, occupied by “a gentleman of elegaat ltis 
ure,” said to be well known to the police of tbat 
city, and wbo was either the man in company with 
Bogard at the Monroe House, or iatlmateiy c n 
nected with bim. He was finally traced into the 
domains of Her British Majesty. An effort was 
made to bring him back into the’United S a e3 by 
telegraphing to him aod using tbe signature cf oce 
of bi* confederates. Our amateur detectives, N 
and B., crossed over into Canada and bent their 
steps toward the town of Paris, where they bad 
learned Bogard was. He (Bogard) bad rome little 
time before gone into tbe boot and shoe business in 
tbat place, and lived there with his wife and child 
Disguising themselves in the garb of plain farmers 
they went to this store for tbe purpose of identify 
Ing their man. Several visits were made thus, un 
til they knew they were not mistaken as to Bogard 
being the person who had regotiated the Philadel- 
phia money. It had been found necessary, in oid r 
to proceed properly, to obtain a requisition from 
Pre ident Buchanan upon the Governor General of 
Canada for a warrant under tbe extradition treaty 
between the United Slates and Canada. This re- 
quisition w&3 procured. Meantime, if we under 
ttand the ctr>e correctly, Bogard had been arrested 
Rnd was held ia waiting for the Governor General’s 
iuHpor.se. Some legal proceedings were had before 
three magistrates at Brentford, near Paris, of the 
exact nature of which we aro not informed, except 
that there wa3 testimony frken iu which tbe guilt 
of the prisoner acd the circumstances of tbe case 
were before the magistrates. The trial resulted os 
Thursday last, as we learn by telegraph, in Bogard 
being remanded to jiil, and it is probably that io a 
few days he will be brought to tbi3city. 

It may even be, although tbe circumstances are 
much against him, that Bogard was ignorant of the 
character of the bills which were passed here, being 
only an instrument in tha bands of others. How 
far there is evidence to convict tho man who was 
with him at the Monroe House, or others who are 
undoubtedly in the plot, we are uot apprised as yet. 
The reader shall know niL,re anon.

so much uneasiness to political economists. '1 he 
uamplas of silver — bearing quartz fully justify the 
reports just published. The ore is worth, iu its 
richest development, about $5,0(0 per too, and the 
Held of discovery appears to be a solid miue of this 
wealth thirty miles in length. 

Gov. Wish’s Extravagance. — There is much 
trouble among the Virginia chivalry about paying 
the cost of Gov. Wise’s military demonstrations at 
Harper’s Ferry. Ilis General, Taliaferro, who com- 
manded seventeen hundred men, had a start' of six 
ty-four, while Napoleon, in the hight of his glory, 
had but forty-six. Gen. Taliaferro’s start’ received 
eight dollars per diem, which may explain its mu! 
tituds. 

The “Adrnization” of Animals —Dr. Cornay, 
of Rochefort, France, baa published a bock entitled 
Principles of Adenzition; or, a Treatise on the 
Abstraction of the Nidoriau (anal) Glands, which, 
by their secretion, communicated a bad flavor to 
some species of animils, and give an unsupporta- 
ble odor to others, and a general explanation of the 
rules which should ba followed in the improvement 
of the tleah of animals. Dr. Cornay has a mission. 
He zealously preaches his crusade in favor of the 
“comestibllzation” of Hash cow deemed unlit for 
food among civilized nations. He maintains that 
muskrats, cats, doge, and a long list of high-flavor- 
ed animals, can bo so manipulated atd fed as to 
become excellent food, and he advocates the adop- 
tion of his system by the whole universe with the 
enthusiasm of a philanthropist. 

Another Fjtoo Story.— We translate from the 
Gazette de Helsingborg another of the stories of 
ancient frog?, which have puzzled naturalists so 
long: 

In digging for the foundations of a gasometer a 
live frog was found at the depth of 15 f et, acd at 
about the level of the sea in a compact bed of 9 acd. 
He had no mciPb, or rather his mouth was hermet- 
ically sealed by the growing together of bis upper 
and lower j iws. Although his eyes were wide epon, 
he appeared to be blir d. He was imbedded iu (be 
sand as in a mold; bis vitality and vivacity in- 
creased gradually as he became accustomed to the 
light and the fresh air. When he was first even his 
skin was spotted with red; after a few hours the 
spots changed from red to yellow. 

FOREIGN MISCELLANY. 

In a commouicition recently addressed to the 
English Board ot Trade by tie Peninsular and Ori 
ental Company, they state that they have now 55 
eea-going steam vessels, 50 of which are constantly 
running; that ia cne year these vessels ran a dis- 
tance of more than 1,3(0,000 nautical miles; that 
during the last twenty 3 ears they have conveyed 
100,000 passengers, the voyages in many cases oc- 
cupying six to eight w'eks, and only flve lives have 
been lost through casual lies to the ships. The risk 
of the navigation of the company’s ships was estima- 
ted by marine insurance companies at six guineas 
per cent, bat durieg the ten years which the com- 
pany have insured their own vessels their loss baa 
only amounted to 1/ :»s. 44. per cent. 

The Breslau Gazette pays that domiciliary visits 
bad recently been msde at the houses ef several su 
ponuterdents of the Protestant Churches in Hue 
gary. Oae person at Komorn bad shot bimself up 
ia bis house, and refused to admit the authorities. 
No locksmith in tbe place cculd be induced to open 
the door, and recourse was obliged to be had to the 
locksmith at the fortress. 

The Nouvelliste of Rouen narrates the following 
curious anecdote: “M Botta, son of one of tbe pro- 
fessors at the Academy of Caen, undertook a jour- 
ney to China and lived for some time at Cinton. 
This was prior to 1830 He u?ed to wear there a 
be.v-r Lat in th* European fashion, and which 
suited him so well that he was unwilling to 
change it. However, when it was worn out, he ap- 
plied to a Chinese batter, acd giving him all sorts of 
directions, told bira to make another like it. Tbe 
man went to work, and in a few days brought a hat 
of tbe required shape, not of beaver, but of some 
sturt’ very soft and glossy. M. Botta, on bis return 
to France preserved thl# curious spicimen of Chi- 
nese workmanship, and wishing to have it repaired, 
intrusted it to a hatter, who examined it carefully 
and was much struck with its mode of fabrication, 
which was altogether new to him. He examined 
tbe article with tbe greatest attention, and a short 
time after the present fashion of *ilk hats came in. 
The inventor patented his discovery, and made a 
large fortune, but held hU tongue about bis debt 
to tbs Chinese tradesman, who, seeking a substitute 
for the beaver which be could not procare, devised 
tbe plan of replacing it by tbe light tissue of silk 
which at present almost universally constitutes the 
outward covering of the modern bat. 

It is proposed ia London to convett the Regents 
Canal into a railway. '1 ha City Press says “it is 
time wa got coals from tbe Thame) Haven to the 
populous places that line tbe course of tbe canal at 
a quicker speed than a mile an hour; time that eo 
preat a via afforded facilities for pas«erg*-r transit, 
instead o' being a succession of cul dc sues, the 
slowest road in tbe uuiveree, acd tbe most prolific 
in impeding toll-bars. I: has served its purpose, 
has been a grand agent iu helping to telt the great 
town with dependent villages that lie scattered 
along the line of des ructive maliria.” 

4 Gen Cousin da Montiubm,” says the Opinion 
Nationale, “Ukes bis family with him to China. 
He is to receive during the whole continuance of 
tbe campaign an acnusl pay of 100,000f. As no 
European money is current ia China, tbe expedi- 
tion has carried with it gold and silver ingots for 
tbe pavm«ot 3 which it will have to make in the 
Celestial Empire. 

In the r cent cold weather in London, three of 
the cast iron colnmns which support a roadway, 
fronting warehouses, at the St. Catharine’s Dock?, 
burst with a loud report, similar to a pieca of ord 
nance, and fragments of metal were found at a con- 
siderable distance. On examination it was found 
that the columns bad become partially Ailed with 
water, which entered atthe top, and there being no 
outlet, the frost caused the explosion as described. 

At a ecienlilic meeting in Edinburg, a crinoline 
dress has been exhibited, one half of which had 
been immersed in a solution of sulphite of ammo- 
nia, in order to test its non- combustibility. On a 
light having been applied to the crinoline, tbe part 
of it which had not been steeped in the solution was 
at once enveloped in Himes, but the only effect 
which the light bad on tbe other part was to char it. 
This was cossidered a satisfactory experiment, and 
it was stated that as ammonia was only 2 d. per 
pound, it was accessible to tbe humblest class. It 
was stated that the crinoline used io tbe royal estab- 
lishment was steeped in a totally different folution, 
but that its C03t prevented ita general use, and that 
tbe cheaper oluieo was equally efli cations. 

On the 19th ult., a m< a destructive fire breke 
out in the Hibirniiu Gas Wo;ks, Dublin. An im- 
mense tank contain ng coal tar| burst from the frost, 
and the contents spread. ng over tbe yard entered 
the retort house and took fire. The flames spread 
with fearful rapidity to the gas holders which ex 
ploded. Two other gas holders exploded soon af- 
ter. Tbe cold was so intense that the engines could 
not be worked, and all eft rts to stay the progress 
of tbe flun-s proved unavailing. About four hun- 
dred tons of c^al were sived from destruction. The 
fire was extingui h d with the assistance of the 22 d 
regiment, after having caused considerable damage. 
Tbe loss cannot be readily estimated, but will 
amount to several thousuud pounds. 

The ice houses which the city of Paris has built 
in tbe part of the Bols de Boulogne cut off by the 
fortifications, on the western side of tbe Auteuil 
railway, are tbe largest in Enrops, l*mg capable 
of storing not less (ban 50.000 tons of ice. List 
year they were not filled, owing to the 9 bort dura- 
tion of tbe frost. The present winter opens under 
more favorable tuspices for tbe purpose, and many 
mer are already employed in taking the ice off the 
adjoining 1 kes for the purpose of lillipg them. 

A letter from Monzambano in the Couriere Mer- 
cantile states that in tbe VilUfracci and Valleggie 
districts, the gendarmerie enter people’s houses at 
night aDd arrest young men in whose possession 
they find a gun or any other weapon. A bayonet, 
or any bit ef military accoutrement left behind by 
the French army is sufficient to subject its possessor 
to arrest. 

A mi kman at Klosterneuburg, a town in the 
oeigbborbocdof Vienna, has been sentenced to three 
month*’ imprisonment for speaking disrespectfully 
of 8 t Leopold, the patron saint of the province. 
The Lowe r Aus’rian free thinker d* dared that the 
doughty rival of Richard Cocar de Lion W 3 S a rob- 
ber knigbr, who lived on tbe top of a high hill in 
order that be might see at a distance the vessels 
which were coming down tbe Danube. “As to tbe 
title of saint,” said tbe impious dealer ia milk, 
‘any body can have it who has the rnonev to pay 
for it.” 



gg’Mr. Price, of 81. Stephen, 10 Marne, was 
burned out of houeo twice in ono night! Ha owned 
two bouses, a abort distanco from oath other. Tha 
one he lived in took tire about six o’clock, and bis 
family had barely time to escape to the other. 
About twelve o’clock that also was found to he on 
fire, and, as the night was bitterly cold, was laid in 

ashes. 

The London Observer bints that a great 
breach of promise case is on the tapis between the 
daughter of a solicitor and a noble earl. On the 
same authority it is stated that a tragedy equally 
horrible, though more English in its details than 
Madame Lemoine’s (the burning ol an infant to 
death) is likely to be brought before the public. 

^#*The telegraphic reports of the Lawrence 
calamity have been so full that we find but little to 
add from the detailed statements given by the Bos- 
ton papers. The Traveller’s correspondent writes 
from Lawrence: 

The building fell— the different parts almost sim- 
ultaneously — at 5 minutes before 5 o’clock. A por- 
tion of the operatives had left, but it is probable 
that about six hundred (the minimum calculation) 
were in the building at the time. 

The report that an explosion cf the boiler caused 
the fall is incorrect. The boiler was not located in 
the main building, and it fell, as nearly us I can 
learn, from mere weakness of the walls and their 
inability to support the structure itself and the 
weight and constant jar of the machinery within it, 
and not from any sudden shock or pressure brought 
upon it. 

The building 9 eemed to crumble first near the 
east end, and fell in toward the east; being pressed 
in that direction by the workshops, chimney, Ac., 
on the west side. The L remained standing for an 
hour or two, and a portion of it is still up, but in 
an instant the main building was lying a heap of 
fragments, and the screams and groans of the 
wounded could he heard issuing from them. 

Mr. John E. Chase, agent of the corporation, and 
, Mr. Howe, the treasurer, were passing through tte 
mill at the time. They heard the noise cf the up- 
per stories falling, and t e^cg on a lower fl >or, rushed 
for a door and succeeded in jumping from it just 
in season to escape being buried in the ruins. 

The Scene at the City Hall — 1 The hall of the city 
government building was used a? a hospital for such 
of the wounded as it was deemed necessary to con- 
vey thither. Mattresses lined the hall on three of 
its sides, and on them were stretched marglcd bo- 
dies, and others not dangerously itjored but sc tier- 
ing from painful wounds. 

Kind-hearted physicians ministered unceasingly 
to them, and some, whom years of prac ice might 
have excused front sensitiveness to the suffering* of 
others, performed their offices with tearful eyes, 
compassionate countenances, and all theg*ntleuess 
of sympathetic natures. 

On one pallet lay a little girl, with a beautiful 
pale countenance, knit with the softVii.ig she could 
not conceal, yet unmurmuring. Ste was watched 
over by a weeping friefid, apparently her father, 
and my heart was rejoic d at the announcement by 
the physician that she was not dangerously, though 
severely wounded. 



Farther, on a pallet, was a young woman groan- 
ing with pain from several broken bones, internal 
injuries, and a bruised head, llalf-a-dozen discon- 
solate friends were about her weeping, for the phy- 
sician had said she must die. 

Near the platform was a poor German, suffering 
excruciating pain. He could not talk English, and 
no one from the “fatherland” had found him. 
case, too, it is feared, is hopeless. 

On the opposite side are three girls, all young 
and beautiful, but with the cold hand of death al 
ready on them. 

Others were there who alone would excite the 
sympathy of those who saw them, but the sight 
grew sickening and 1 left them, only to look on a 
still more trying scene. 

A large room in one corner of the hall had been 
set apart as a depository for the bodies of the dead, 
and this was literally covered with mangled corpses 
Young men, and those past the meridian of life, 
women and young girls, lay there, a gha«tly aighr 
to behold. 

They lay as they had been recovered from the 
ruins, 90010 covered with blojd, and others com- 
pletely disfigured. Another room below also con 
tained a number of bo lie*, and others were removed 
as their friends claimed them. 

Among the many painful iccideuts cf this dread 
ful night is the following, just related to me by one 
of tbe fire engineer*: When tlis lire was beginning 

to rage, and before it bad fctifl*d theories and groans 
of those in the ruins, be, with ether?, frrerd his way 
agaiust tbe smoke and dime, to try and rescue some 
of those whose voices he could heir. 

Suddenly be caught a glimp e of three person*, 
imprisoned bv a crumbled partition — two men anu 
a woman, lie even caught one of tbe men b*’ the 
hand, nnd hoped to draw him out, but tbe crackling 
of the fl imes around him and the warning voice of 
an officer impelled him reluctantly to desist, and 
by a timely rotreat to save his o*n life. Neither 
of the three persons appeared injured at all, and 
they must have literally roasted alive. 

As a relief from this saddening narrative, I will 
mention the fortunate escape of one of the female 
operatives by a coolness which did her infinite 
credit. She was in the fifth story in a part of the 
building, when, having but a moment’s warnii gof 
the fall of tbe building, she sprarg to tha elevator 
She cbisped firmly hold of one of the hoisting rope*, 
acd slid rapidly and safely down its whole length, 
through five stories, emerging from the buildi rg 
just in season to escape destruction. Through the 
whole night she was one of the most valuable nurses 
in the temporary hospital at the city, and her judg- 
ment showed her to be tbe woman for the times 
Her name is Olive Bridges, and she hiils from Ca- 
lais, Me. 

Eight o’clock, A. M — Tbe excitement, which 
bad become somewhat hushed towards morning, is 
now renewed again with all its foici. Crowds ar-: 
assembly about the City Hall, und tbe lower past 
is full of people. 

At frequent intervals conversation is bu«hed as 
tbe lamentations of heart-broken mothers, widows, 
and sisters break upon the ear; and from tbe en 
trance to the hall above ms comes one c.nticual 
wail. 

Tbe scenes at the d»ad rooms are dreadful, wh*re 
people are congregated in large numbers to recog 
uize their friends. Many fainted at tbe sad dis- 
coveries they made, and many' others seemed heart 

broken.

Singular Conspiracy. — The case of conspiracy 
against Porter P. Butterfidd, recently no iced in 
this paper, was investigated by the Court of Magi-, 
trates on Tuesday. Emma F. Church and Eliza J. 
Butterfield each pleaded guilty to tbe charge, and 
were held to bail each in tbe sum of $1,000 for th-ir 
appearance before tbe Supreme Court at tbe March 
term. The physician, Joseph R Church, conduct- 
ed the case in bis own behalf, and wa* bound over 
in tbe sum of $2,000 to appear for trial at the tame 
time. In default of bail they were committed. 
The result turned upon tbe evidence of Lydia Ann, 
daughter cf Mr. Butterfield, who completely ex- 
culpated her father, at the same time fastening tbe 
crime up n the parties accused. This i? one cf tbe 
mo9t curious as well a* complicated domestic diffi- 
culties ever brought bsfoie our court?, and aptly 
illustrates tbe trite saying that those who dig the 
pit for others inav themselves fall therein. 

The facts are briefly as follows: P. P. Butterfield, 
who is in tho employ of the Bardstow Stove Com- 
pany as a watchman, owns a small amount of prop- 
ty in Pocassct, Mass. His wife, Eliza J. Church, 
and Emma F., wifo of the “physician,” wished to 
get P. P. B. out of the way and turn the property 
into money for their own use. To effect this, the 
wifo of P. P. B. suddenly discovered that her hus- 
band had been guilty of a revolting crime. It was 
alleged that the object of his malevolence whs his 
own child, Lydia Ann, thirteen years old. The 
doctor and she entered into correspondeneo upon 
the subject. The girl was persuaded by flattering 
promises and coerced by threats to swear to the 
guilt of her father. She did in fact go before a 
iustice of the peace and make affidavit to the cir- 
cumstances as sot forth in the warrants for the ar- 
rest of Butterfield. Church went to tho City Mar- 
shal and stated the case. He had also been to the 
Attorney General of Massachusetts and obtained a 
requisition from Governor Banks to convey him 
into that 8tate. 

The affair was to have been tested in tbe Court 
of Magistrates on Saturday last. On that cccision 
filial affection overcame the most dazzling induce- 
ments, and Lydia Ann ?a : d the affidavits ware 
false, that tbe whole story was a fabrication, that 
her father was innocent, that tbe parties bad told 
her she could put bor parent iu prison ten years, 
that then she would be twenty-tbre j years of age 
and her own mistress, atd that this huge falsehood 
would add greatly to ter wordly prosperity. Mat- 
ters having taken this, torn the Marshal issued 
warrants for the arrest of Church and his female 
colaborers, all of whom were at once ccmmi ted. 
Tte examination was continued until yesterday, 
acd resulted as stated above. There are many 
collateral circumstances mac lasted through c rtain 
letters produced io court which betray a depth of 
iniquity truly appalliog. Tbe statement submitted 
above conveys a general idea of the case.

hazard ms to the patient, they reaffirm tbe opinion 
of the “Medical Society of Virginia,” as expressed 
ia the “Code of Ethics,” acd of the profession of 
the city, as expressed in a resolution appended to 
the “tariff fees,” and therefore pledge not to attend 
patients by the year, and to refuse consultations 
with any physician who may directly or indirectly 
be guilty of such practice.

A Fugitive Slave Law in New Jersey.— I t is 
a curious fact, not ge .orally known, that New Jer- 
sey ^as a fugitive slave law of her own, enac ed 
in 1793, and re enacted with modification in 1830 
aDd 184G. Tbe slaveholder or hi* agent can apply 
to a common pleas judge, aud the arrest will be 
made by the sheriff, and tho question of property 
decided by. three judges. This law is ia accordance 
with that’ interpretation of tbe Federal Constitution 
which makes tbe restoration of fugitive slaves the 
duty of the States. New Jersey has also a law au 
thor zing a slaveholder to take bis slaves through 
the State, and to make a temporary residence with 
them.
